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“With Norman Mailer, it was sort of unfortunate. He wanted to find black things to represent ‘his’ Oswald. 
Unfortunately, we didn’t see eye to eye... and | just didn’t want to figure to give evidence against Oswald in 
that negative way because it wasn’t true, you know? Never for a moment | believed that he was capable of 
pulling a trigger at a president whom he loved, admired.” Dr. Ernst Titovets 


Lee Harvey Oswald’s closest English-speaking friend when Oswald lived in Minsk, then part of the Soviet 
Union, from 1959-1962. “Erich [Ernst Titovets]...is my oldest existing acquaintance...a friend of mine who 
speaks English very well...” as Oswald would put it in his Historic Diary. In his book Oswald: Russian 
Episode, Dr. Ernst Titovets investigates the Russian period of life and activity of Lee Harvey Oswald, the 
alleged assassin of JFK.

we are just figuring in the here implication being made haste to watch they might kick the bucket any time 
well in my talk Archer divided into sections first rather boring social political views but it's a short one Lee 
Oswald | believe that's the way to understand his ambition what makes him tick and then I'll talk about him as 
the person as a 
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I'll talk about him as the person as a man | knew and well let's revisit the sixth age the time he was in Minsk 
to introduce a timeline he came appeared in Moscow in 1960 a little bit before 1819 years he was born in 
October 18 1939 and he turn up in Moscow just before that date so he was still 19 and then they turned 20 
just you know the kid unleashes infatuated with marks in that part of that teaching very complicated teaching 
when he spoke about affluent society of equals all those things naturally | doubt and we had many debates 
with him on sociology | doubt if he had academic background on that well so he appeared in 1960 in Minsk 
he already lived since January 6 1960 and left in 1962 already with family wise and daughter well | met him 


first in nineteen in autumn 1960 and our nine each other lasted till his very last days actually my letter last 
letter to him they was dated October yeah October whereabouts October 1963 well that's a timeline unless 
the first place here okay now well you know what he came back to United States with you know with

Russian work speech especially on the other far-right on communism and capitalism the Communist Party of 
the United States the Athenian system then he appeared on TV already in New Orlean on Latin listening 
American focus well all those things are given here he Jesus College contemporary politics and practice of 
communism and in all those appearance he demonstrated that he was a competent agitator he used if you 
listen to what recordings he well of his appearance in Latin listening post he was quiet a inborn rater with all 
those rhetoric approaches like reputation contrasts all those things it was in born in him and he came with 
the theory the crisis theory the theory of crisis and in this theory he's very much revealed here wearing all he 
thinks about no okay well his stress is what I'd like 
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no okay well his stress is what I'd like well it's just agreed that what | just want to says here we are not we 
have no interest in violently opposing the US government it was a very peaceful person and preparation in a 
special party well he believes in color crisis at the time crisis is very possible one possibility was atomic war

Natick at the university school well that's you know Toto 
indoctrination but | sense interest in him and in when we have two only two of us at his place somehow we 
started comparing all system starting with slavery feudalism capital in Socialists when he came to socialism 
well he put onto me | was very insistent that socialism was the best in all we don't well youth in our states 
your lynched [ ___] you know it's Q Cox clan there's unemployment things well he objected and here in our 
country will have no influence we have high education free we have we have well and | said you know you 
don't know exactly how it works you're being influenced but by your upbringing and when | went on being 
insistent and he said he fled Apple said you live here like slaves you can't 
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you live here like slaves you can't travel well there's something that rang true in what he said and at that time 
well and again Lee he would flare up and but then he'll just come back calm down and he was considered he 
said you can't you can't well sacrifice one system for another so although he was rarely disappointed 
disappointed will be socially system because it betrayed him best about this country he's still so rational 
viewed irrationally and decided he by the way he was very patriotic and here it shows when he decided to 


adopt a better system for American for America that he belonged to so the serie crisis and if you consider 
also from this point of view it is please why | came to United still to Russia in the first place why he came 
back he said well standard of living in United States better and | went family and daughter and everything 
and he went on organizing well | view this you see this party clothes here and I've used is this very playful 
committee as his attempt feeble attempt to make myself visible which he did actually and he might have well 
transferred this well turned it into his special party although you know there were no membership in there but 
it's only at the beginning and along the line of his thinking it was very rational and again he mixed with all 
kind of people

is united unifying theory in all layers on society within all believers and we find this actually researching his 
life now by the way what he writes about life of Soviets worker he learned by hard way here two pictures 
Oswald's in group fellow workers they taken conceptual one way one decision here they having found with 
those dark glasses that was a little bit outlandish at that time and they impersonating foreigners and best of 
their abilities they're just hilarious you see this laughter and everything here and but snatched out of context 
you possibly you saw that possibly have this CD look is inserted this part of Oswald posing as sort of well 
sort of criminal with Douglas and everything well adding sickle and Hammer well mo color while KGB badge 
and here you have the doctored image of Oswald unfortunately that's the only way since only way how well 
things were taken out of context and turning to what we have now well that's the final thing you know that 
now I'm just you see

soprano mezzo-soprano she worked at Philharmonic Society and here Lee camping campfire well that's he 
led quite and enjoying enjoying his life there he was fond of fishing and here is with a fishing rod standing 
there now among his acquaintances many of you might recognize chairman Khrushchev there next to him 
sits professor Curtis 
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there next to him sits professor Curtis aha she taught at the Russian State University and conducted 
experiments classified experiments at nuclear reactor well influenced in railroad doses of radiation 
continuous evasion on organism a very important experiments somehow they met her son and she told him 
about what kind of research she was well we went into although in her position she had no she shouldn't 
have mixed with foreigners a person conducting classified research had no right and they signed certain 
papers to the effect that they are where they must not get in touch with foreigners she did so it was another 
well attempt to be to find these interest would be interested in that secret information then well he is happy

Orleans so no problem about that and yeah well then | asked him wrote this prayer for me now | lay me down 
to sleep | pray the Lord my soul to keep if | should die before | wake | pray the Lord my soul to take god save 
I'm up for it cetera | don't know how it came but he put it down for me | was happy to get anything from all 
information from him here again Old Man River you know it's from the Showboat and sang by Paul Robson 
in Russia he was very much celebrity in Russia he spoke Russian he sang in Russian the 
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Russian he sang in Russian the recordings by melodia and here ask him to give me | had the song | knew 
the tune Old Man River all you know that it's don't say nothing it just keeps rolling and it keeps on rolling 
along it's about the gray segregation you know the plot by the way Paul Robson changed the world when it 
says | am scared tired of living and scared of dying he changed | keep on fighting till | am dying that's Paul 
Robson version in Russian oh you know it was white well here is a note | don't know how kept it | thought it 
but in between the pages of a book every | can't make it today please please come again set etcetera well 
that's the lodged prayer ah and | made two sessions recording of his American English first it was at studio 
foreign language Medical Institute they have foreign language department there | was actually | passed my 
English exam and the very very first year | didn't want to waste my time attending those English lessons 
embarrassing teachers you know and others had to go for more years they knew me Ahmir the department 
I'll come out there to chat English with them and said okay and they just examination board they asked me to 
read well bling house by Charles Dickens

standing there loafing around | didn't like their faces so | just shot them all with a machine gun if it was very 
very famous there all the newspapers carried the story thank you very much and some do you it's all the

we apart from political debates we had a philosophical debate and | discover he wasn't academically 
prepared to discuss that in you nothing but fair about you all those philosophers but when | came to notches 
down and explain things in a simple way it was about idealistic materialistic approach to reality he 
immediately got the grasp and it was very active it was a very naturally very clever guy well in some from the 
very beginning he was timed with being a sort of loose screw loose you know kind of that sort of person it 
came from American side first it was a suggestion suggested for the Russians how about you know we have 
information that he was mentally in this balance the Russians were happy to pick it up and it was an 
explanation you know he's a madman was a madman well not responsible for that by the way commonly 
think coming to these sanity issue certainly he was absolutely saying that's not my only my conclusion | had 
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that's not my only my conclusion | had my course in psychiatry very interesting course by underage | 
doubted my own sanity but | won't stay alone when he had a therapy course | we would find all sort of

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Lee Harvey Oswald you know in Minsk did you ever suspect that he was gonna become this great historical 
figure he was who would come he would become this very important historical figure well it's a normal
